Defends Suburbia 
Recently, the Rev. Robert \ 
MacGill, a prominent suburban 
minister, defended suburbia, stat­ 
ing “despite the prophets of su­ 
burban doom, the church is still 
mediating Christ’s salvation, and 
it is doing so remarkably well." 


Clergymen here agree with the 
Reverend MacGill. 
In fact they say Christianity is 
at its highest peak in our area 
The Rev. Robert C. Pike, pas­ 
tor, 
Fairless 
Hills 
Methodist 
Church. 840 Trenton Road, F air­ 
less Hills, pointed out 
that 
I 
think every church has a nucleus 
of deeply - religious members, 
and there may be some who are 
on the peripheral edge of Chris­ 
tian fellowship, but I think this 


is true in every church, .suburban 
or city.” 
The Reverend Pike said he had 
read articles concerning Christian­ 
ity in suburbia, and commented 
that “ I don’t feel our churches 
are social clubs, I feel our church 
os have spiritual depth 
Doesn’t Detract 
"The church practices good fel­ 
low ship in the family and com­ 
munity, and this should not be 
interpreted as detracting 
from 


the real spiritual ministry of the 
church.” 
The Reverend Pike asserts that 
there is a real, spiritual desire 
by the young people of the com­ 
munity, and it is not just a super- 
ficial stab 
The Reverend Pike’s assertions 
were endorsed by the Rev. Walter 
P 
Feigner, 
pastor, 
the 
First 
Presbyterian Church of Levittown. 
Green Lane and Em ilie Road, 
Levittown, who added that ‘ I feel 


very strongly 
the 
suburbanites 
have a desire for a deeper un­ 
derstanding of their religious be* 
liefs, and they try to find prac­ 
tical ways to apply this to their 
way of life." 
The Reverend Feigner pointed 
out there are many demands upon 
the resident of a community, and 
the resident looks to the church 
to help him unwind the problems 
and to do away with “ frustra­ 
tions of life.” He added there are 


more people attending church to­ 
day than there has been in quite a 
number of years. 
The pastor said many people 
came to the suburbs of Lower 
Rucks County, thinking they were 
different, only to find they were 
much the same in many ways.
